S T A B I L I Z I N G T H E D O L L A R .

What are we to do when whole 
crowds of Jaw' makers “go batty” on 
a question, and spend immense time 
and money trying to do the impos­ 
sible. 
The committee on banking and 
currency in congress are doing that 
very thing, and have been for two or 
three years. 
They have used the 
public money to print, I presume, 
several thousand volumes of 1600 
pages each, called “ healings" on Hie 
question of “stabilizing the dollar.” 
They are wanting to do something 
to make the gold dollar buy the same 
am ount of any given article all the 
time, and yet they say they must 
avoid everything that tends to fix 
prices of anything. 
They are too 
“ bumfuzzled” to know that such a 
thing is an impossibility. 
I presume 
what they really want is to give more 
power to the gold owners. 
They do not realize that trade or 
exchange is a “teeter board” with 
money on one end, and commodities 
on the other, and one cannot become 
fixed without the other becoming 
fcxed. 
They do not seem to realize 
that the only way to fix the price of 
the dollar is to fix the price of a 
number of other important articles. 
They 
talk 
a great deal 
about 
“stabilizing the general price level,” 
but nowhere in their discussions, do 
we find it intimated that this can 
only be done by price fixing of in­ 
dividual products. 
They are chasing the chimera of n 
“stable dollar,” and do not seem to 
once conceive that back of such a 
thing lies the fixing of the price of 
such things as wheat, cotton, corn 
and labor. 
'I he discussions as print­ 
ed, do not boar the stamp of a clear 
insight into the questions considered. 
As the matter now stands, the 
weight of the dollar in cold is fixed 
as 23.22 grains, but the weight of th.* 
dollar in any other common n y has 
never been fixed. 
Our government 
has erroniously allowed the gold ow n­ 
ers to issue and distribute all money; 
hence, they have power to manipu­ 
late prices of all other commoditie, 
up or down as their greed den.ands; 
and hence the public is annuary rot 
bed by money sharks.

class of Mexican immigrants has re­ 
sulted in bringing into the Northern 
area only the most undesirable, and 
Northern and Eastern people are 
prone to class all Mexicans in the 
same category. 
The National Grange and many 
other farm organizations have joined 
with organized labor.

A CALL TO ARMS 


BY JOHN E. RANKIN, M. C. 


To the fanners of America: 
The fight is now on for real Farm 
Relief. 
The question has been stripped of 
all camouflage and the issue is now 
squarely before Congress, and the 
President. 
The fate of American agriculture 
is now at stake, and may be deter­ 
mined within the next sixty days. 
Within that time Congress, and the 
President, will decide whether we are 
to carry out th** promises made by 
both major political parities in the 
last campaign ti* put argieulture on 
equality with int ustry or whether we 
are to shut the door of hope in the 
farmer’s face and leave him to en­ 
dure indefinitely the economic dis­ 
advantages from which he is now suf­ 
fering. 
The Senate bes performed a great 
duty. 
It has writter into the tariff bill 
the debenture a nendment, which, if 
accepted by the House and the Presi­ 
dent, will come nearer placing agri­ 
culture on equality with industry 
than it has been for more than sixty 
years. 
This debenture amendment would 
give agriculture the benefit of the 
tariff. 
It would raise the price of 
wheat 21 cents a bushel, that of corn 
12H cents a bushel and that of cot­ 
ton 2 cents a pound, about the world 
price. 
It is the only possible way to give 
the producers of those commodities 
the benefit of the tariff. 
It is the 
only way to make the tariff on them 
effective. 
For instance, we have a tariff now 
of forty-two cen s a bushel on wheat. 
If the tariff were effective, wheat 


would be 42 cents a bushel higher in 
this country than in Canada or Great 
Britain. 
But the market reports show May 
vcheat selling at $1.27 a bushel in 
Kansas City, 
$1.45 in Winnepeg, 
Canada, and $1.48 in Liverpool, Eng­ 
land. 
Thus instead of wheat being 
42 cents a bushel higher in the Unit­ 
ed States, as it would be if the tariff 
on it were effective, it ie 18 c6nts a 
bushel lower in Kansas City than in 
Winnepeg and 21 cents lower than 
in Liverpool. And even at Minneapo­ 
lis and Chicago it was selling on the 
same day at $1.34, or l l cents under 
Winnepeg, just across the line, and 
12 cents under Liverpool 
The 
tariff commission 
made a 
thorough investigation last year of 
the cost of raising wheat in this 
country and in Canada, and report­ 
ed to the President that it costs 42 
cents a bushel more to raise wheat 
in the United States that it Toes in 
Canada; hence the tariff on wh^at 
was raised to 42 cents,— on paper. 
Now, if it coats 42 cents a bushel 
more to raise wheat in Kansas than 
it does in Canada, as the investiga­ 
tion showed it does, and wheat ia 18 
cents a bushel higher in Canada than 
in Kansas, then the Canadian farmer 
is making 60 cents a bushel more 
profit on Iiis wheat than is the farm ­ 
er in Kansas. 
The farm er is not asking for a 
bounty. 
All he wants is justice— 
equality 
with industry 
under the 
tariff, so long as we have the present 
tariff laws. 
The debenture would make that 
tariff effective on agriculture and 
would give the growers of wheat, 
corn and cotton the benefits of the 
tariff now enjoyed by industry 


companied by the sensational pub­ 
licity which has marked the efforts 
of the restrictionists to arouse pub­ 
lic sentiment in favor of the quota 
plan. 
The State Department is cognizant 
of the fact that application of a 
quota in any form is certain to arouse 
the resentment of the Latin-Ameri­ 
can countries and will lead to many 
complications. 
The Department of 
Commerce is cognizant of the fact 
that Latin Amel lea offers for Amer­ 
ican industry the largest and moot 
profitable field for development of 
commercial 
relations 
and 
that to 
arouse the resentment of those coun­ 
tries will result in reprisals against 
American industries, greatly desired 
by the German, French and English 
industrialists who are mailing a hard 
fight for the Latin American busi­ 
ness. 
Whether the influence of these de­ 
partments is sufficient to offset that 
of the Labor Department and tho 
various organizations demanding re­ 
striction remains to be ascertained. 
It is obvious it will receive an over­ 
whelming vote in both houses, as tho 
intensive propaganda for restriction 
has created such wide-spread public 
sentiment that it would be polticai 
suicide for the majority of member* 
to oppose it. 
Despite the fact that figures sub- 
mitted by the immigration bureau of 
the Department of Labor show that 
under the present enforcement meas­ 
ures which went into effect March 
4, immigration from Mexico for tha 
nine-month period from March I to 
November 30, 1929, was only 17,204 
aa compared with 44,122 for tha 
same period in 192s, the ultra-re­ 
striction leaders are almost fanatical 
in their views, maintaining that tho 
Mexican is a menace to American 
institutions, completely ignoring tho 
fact that many of the leading citizens 
of South Texas arc of Mexican par­ 
entage and that without the aid o f 
Mexicans development of the m olt 
productive areas of the Southweet 
would have been impossible.
